WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP) 
—Senator Joseph R. McCarthy | 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, accused Sec- 
retary of the Army Robert T. 
Stevens of “flagrant dishonesty” 
today, and asserted Stevens 
enpeared to be applying “a new 
theory of gilt by silence.” 

Stevens retorted that “I deep- 
lv resent” any insinuation of dis- 
h~nesty. 

The exchange was one of a 
e-ries of wrangles marking the 
f‘fth day of Senate hearings on 
the McCarthy-Army dispute. 

Allegations that G. David 
Schine, ex-McCarthy aid, en- 
joyed velvet glove treatment as 
a draftee, caused the first Mc- 
Carthy outburst. 

Jenkins Touches Off Row. | 
Ray H. Jenkins, special coun- 
sel to the Senate Investigations 
subcommittee touched it off by 
asking Stevens whether he had 
heard that Schine: 

Hired fellow soldiers . to 
clean his rifle, 

Was allowed to make fre- 
quent telephone calls to his 
girl friend, . 

And ofice told his com- 
mander he was in the Army 
to modernize and streamline 
it. 

Some of these things, Stevens 
replied, he had heard. Others 
he had not. 

McCarthy protested that this 
line of questioning was a 
“smear” of: Schine. ° 

The direct McCarthy-Stevens 
exchange came early in the af- 
ternoon session. 

Chairman Karl FE. Mundt 
(Rep.), South Dakota, was ques- 
tioning Stevens about a visit to 
his office last Oct. 2 by two Mc- 
Carthy aids—Roy Cohn and 
Francis P. Carr. 

Stevens said Cohn was seek- 
ing preferential treatment for 
Schine. Although he did not 
recall that Carr had said any- 
thing, Stevens testified, he felt 
that Carr’s failure to express 
any opposition made him “a 
part of the pattern of pressure 
bring exerted on the Depart- 
rent of the Army in behalf of 
Pvt. Schine.” 

McCarthy Breaks In. 

McCarthy broke in, asking: 
“Is this a new theory of guilt 
by silence, L wonder?” 

Senator Mundt, presiding at 
the televised inquiry, p 
that McCarthy has been inter- 
rupting witnesses improperly/ 
He expressed a wish that no 
participant in the hearings 
would make “spurious” objec- 
tions to interrupt the testimony. 

“The chair does not propose 
to be interrupted by points of 
order that are not points of or- 
der,” Mundt told. McCarthy. He 
said that, if the practice, of mak- 
ing “points of order” were to be 
abused, we would have to stop 
recognizing them. 

McCarthy retorted: “I do in- 
tend to interrupt whenever I

KILLER SOUGHT 
IN ‘SHAKESPEARE 
MURDER CASE’ 


STRATFORD-ON-AVON, Eng- 
land, April 28 (UP)—Scotland 
Yard moved into the “Shake- 
speare murder case” today look- 
ing for the man who strangled 
a midwife during the celebration 
of the bard’s 390th birthday 
anniversary. 

The body of 45-year-old Olive 
Bennett was found in the River 
Avon Saturday. Yesterday four 
detectives pulled out of the 
water a nineteenth century tomb- 
stone believed to have weighted 
her body briefly. On the tomb- 
stone, taken from a grave in the 
cemetery of the parish church 
where Shakespeare is buried, 
was the epitaph “In the midst 
of life we are in death.” 
Townspeople said Miss Ben- 


fmett, a newcomer to the district 


who worked at the Tiddington 
maternity home, went to the vil- 
lage inn twice a week and sipped 
sherry alone. 

Police believed she was mur- 
dered and dropped into the river 
Friday night from the graveyard 
embankment of 9800 - year-old 
Trinity Church. A hotel waiter 
told police he noticed a woman 
who resembled Miss Bennett em- 
bracing a man in the church- 
yard that night. 


ZOOLOGIST VICTOR 
IN ARGUMENT OVER 
FOREST PARK FLIES 


The flies that made the 
zoology professor happy were 
the flies that made the-~ park 
commissioner blue. But the situ- 
ation was buzzing along merrily 
again today. 

Park Commissioner Palmer B. 
Baumes, faced with the constant 
problem of keeping fishermen 
more ‘than 16 years old out of 
Forest Park, last Sunday, was 
bemused to note a man happily 
swinging a minnow net through 
the air at the park. 

“What are you doing?” the 

park commissioner asked stern- 
ly. The net-swisher, indicating 
that perhaps the matter was not 
one of prime personal interest 
to his questioner,’ said flatly: 
“I’m catching flies.” Baumes, 
assuming the flies were for bait, 
ordered the man to depart. 
“ The man departed. He turned 
out to be H. D. Stalker, associate 
professor of zoology at Wash- 
ington University. The Univer- 
sity wrote the city a letter. The 
professor, it seemed, was catch- 
ing flies for research. “An un- 
fortunate incident,” said Baumes, 
rescinding his order. “Fine,” 
said the professor, free to catch 
flies. “One can find flies in 
Forest Park that can’t be found 
anywhere else.”

WASHINGTON, April 28 (UP) 
—Mrs: Richard M. Nixon has 
confirmed that she has added a 
white ermine stole to her ward- 
robe. 

This had been something of 
a mystery. When photographs 
of the fur appeared some days 
ago, reporters began pressing 
for details. All they got from 
the Vice President’s office was: 
“No comment.” This spurred 
speculation that the stole might 
have been borrowed. 

But Mrs. Nixon put things 
straight at the White House 
reception for congressmen last 


ynight. She told a reporter she 


bought the wrap for her trip 
to the Far East with her hus- 
band last fall, and has been 
wearing it. for formal affairs 
this winter. 

Mrs. Nixon’s coats were in 
the news once before. That was 
when her husband spoke of her 
“good Republican cloth coat” 
during the 1952 election cam- 


paign.

approved by the aldermen, 18 to 
0, although some aldermen re- 
fused to attend the session be- 
cause of pickets placed outside 
City Hall by striking AFL city- 
employed electricians. 

With only i7 Aldermen and 
President Charles E. Albanese 
in attendance, the board had just 
three more than the required 
quorum of 15 on hand to trans- 
act business. 

11 Aldermen Absent. 


Absent from the meeting, 
which was more than 30 minutes 
late getting under Way, were 11 
aldermen who had appeared 
earlier, but failed to appear for- 
roll call. 

Most of them were seen leav- 
ing City Hall after a hurried 
conference in the board’s caucus 
room between all but one of the 
aldermen and business agents of 
the striking electrical workers. 

In the brief conference, the 
union representatives outlined 
their grievances that resulted in 
the work stoppage. 

Voting for re-enactment of 
the earnings bill were 12 Demo- 
crats and six Republicans. Ab- 
sent from the meeting were nine 
Democrats and two Republicans. 

Record of Votes. 

Democratic aldermen voting 
for the bill and their, wards are:

Mayor Tucker signed’ the bill, 
which carried an emergency 
clause,. at 2:30 p.m., one hour 
and 36 minutes after its passage 
by the aldermen. His speedy 
signature was believed to have 
created a record for the time 
in which a mayor has signed an 
aldermanic-approved bill. 

At today’s session, Alderman 
Krah observed that_he felt he 
would have been defelict in 
duty not to attend:y President 
Albanese said he was, of the same 
opinion. 


Other Assurances. 


Following passage of the bill, 
other aldermen present hastened 
to assure newspaper reporters 
that they considered the earn~ 
ings bill tuo important to the 
city’s welfare not to be on hand 
despite pickets outside City 
Hall. 

Aldermen at today’s session 
voted to excuse their 11 absent 
colleagues—an action that pre- 
vented the missing aldermen 
from being assessed a $10 fine 
for their absence. 

Alderman Berra prevoked con- 
siderable laughter when he arose, 
named the missing aldermen and 
offered a motion that they be 
excused on the ground of “nec- 
essarily absent.” 

The motion was passed, after 
President Albanese observed: “I 
don’t think it’s right, but I guess 
we ought to do it.”

COUNTY POLICE 


FORCE URGED BY 
OTIZENS’ GROUP 
IN LAST REPORT 


Commission Proposes 
Sheriff and Constable 
Setup Be Superseded 
in Unincorporated 
Areas. 


A St. Louis County police de- 
department to serve unincorpo- 
rated areas, superseding the 
present sheriff-constable system 


of law enforcement, was recom- 
mended today by the Citizens 
Commission on Law Enforcement 
in its final report to the County 
Council. 

The new department, to be 
created by amending the county 
charter, would also provide po- 
lice service by contract to mu- 
nicipalities requesting it and 
would be authorized to deputize 
officers of existing municipal de- 
partments which met certain 
standards. 

Other Recommendati 
The 15-member commission, 

created by the County Council 
last July after widespread criti- 
cism of present law enforcement 
practices, recommended also: 

1. That the sheriff and con- 
stables be restricted to civil 
functions. 

2. That operation of county 
jail and custody of prisoners 
be by a warden under juris- 
diction of the county Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. 

3. That the county contract 
with the St. Louis Police De- 
partment for recruit and re- 
fresher training for members 
of the new police department, 
and for use of the city’s crime 
laboratory and criminal identi- 
fication records system. 

4. That the coroner’s office 
be replaced by a medico-legal 
examiner. 

5. That assistant prosecut- 
ing attorneys receive sub- 
stantial salary increases and 
be forbidden to engage in pri- 
vate law practice. 

6. That the prosecuting at- 
torney make greater use of uhe 
grand jury in serious felony 
and racket cases. 

7. That a central depository 
for physical evidence be op- 
erated by the prosecuting at- 
torney. 

8. That the prosecutor have 
a full-time legal-investigative 
assistant, to provide technical 
assistance to municipal police 
in preparing cases for trial. 

9. That an adult probation 
division be set up under the 
Department of Public Welfare. 

10. That a survey be con- 
ducted for the county by the 
National Probation and Parole 
Association to strengthen 
county juvenile court proce- 
dures. 

11, That a model juvenile 
court law, previously recom- 
mended by the State Bar, be 
adpoted by the Missouri Legis- 
lature. 

12. That state law be amend- 
ed either to fix 17 as the 
legal age for driving or to pro- 
vide that 16-year-old traffic 
violators can be fined in po- 
lice courts. 

13. That state law be amend- 
ed to give police of third-class 
cities, like Webster Groves and 
Kirkwood, express authority 
to make arrests for state law 
violations. 

Citing its reasons for urging a 
county-wide police department, 
the commission said “profession- 
al training and experience in 
police administration are de- 
manded in order to deal ade- 
quately with police problems in 
a county the size of St. Louis 
county, but the present election 
of the sheriff and constables 
does not depend primarily on 
these qualifications for office.”

Following Appeal by 
Bidault.

GENEVA, April 28 (UP)— 
Russia today blocked a Western 
proposal for the immediate open- 
ing of Indochina peace talks. 
The plan was snagged over 
the issue of including repre- 
sentatives of Indochina’s rebel 


Communist leader Ho Chi Minh. 
France refused to include them. 
Russia insisted they must sit in. 


Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov, meanwhile, suggested 
to France a Geneva meeting be- 
tween Communist and  pro- 
French Indochinese to discuss 
evacuation of wounded from the 
surrounded French fortress of 
Dien Bien Phu. 


French Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault appealed Mon- 
day for a truce te permit re- 
moval of approximately 1000 
French Union wounded from the 
besieged Indochinese fertress. 

Bidault’s Appeal. 

Bidault called on “the con- 
science of the. civilized world” 
to bring pressure on Com- 
munist attackers to answer 
French requests for evacuation 
of the casualties. of Dien Bien 
Phu. 


A . Soviet spokesman said 
Molotov, who saw Bidault today, 
told the French official that “the 
Soviet delegation sympathized 
with this view, and that “in order 
to faeilitate this question, rep- 
resentatives of the two sdes 
should meet if necessary here 
in Geneva.” . 

The Western Big Three was 
pressing to find a formula 
which would bring the formal 
attention of the Geneva confer- 
ence to Indochina within 10 
days. The conference is now 
a the Korean peace ques- 

on. 

The Western powers have 
made it clear they will insist on 
strong guarantees against later 
Communist seizure of Indochina 
before agreeing to a cease-fire 
in the bitter, seven-year-old war. 
Bidault spent 50 minutes in 
private conference with Molotov 
today in an attempt to get the 
Indochina talks going immedi- 
ately. 

Informed sources said the ef- 
fort failed over the issue of the 
composition of the y indochina 
conference. . 

U. S. and British Position. 


The United States and Britain 
have raised no objection to 
representatives of the Indo- 
chinese Communists taking part, 
but France is faced with a 
threat by Viet Nam Chief of 
State Bao Dai to boycott any In- 
dochina talks to which repre- 
sentatives of Ho are invited. 
Informed sources said Bidault 
proposed to Molotov that the 
conference be limited to the Big 
Four, Red China and the three 
Associated States loyal to 
France) of Indochina. 

Molotov was said to have in- 
sisted that the Vietminh Commu- 
nists be added. 

Bidault was reported to have 
told Molotov he could not give 
a final reply on inclusion of the 
Vietminh Communists until he 
had consulted his government 
in Paris. 

Informed sources said Bidault 
telephoned Paris and urged the 
French Government to try to get 
Bao Dai to change his position. 
Bidault conferred earlier in 
the day with Dulles and British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden. 

Western sources said the Big 
Three’s position in the bargain- 
ing had been weakened by 
Prime Minister Churchill's re- 
jection of immediate military 
intervention in Indochina. 
Churchill's statement: to the 
House of Commons was regard- 
ed by some quarters as a devel- 
opment that offset an advantage 
the Allies gained by France's 
decision to grant full independ- 
ence to Viet Nam, one of the 
three associated states of Indo- 
china. 

Western sources made little 
effort to conceal the gloom over 
prospects of erecting at least a

Representatives..of two other 
AFL. unions, Machinists and 
State, County & Municipal Em- 
ployes working in the water 
division, said their members 
would not cross the electricians’ 
picket lines. Other union city 
employes will be asked to honor 
the picket lines. 


Maintenance of Services. 


Instead of reporting to their 
jobs today, most of the 131 elec- 
tricians met at the union hall, 
4249 Gibson avenue, and voted 
to strike. In announcing the 
strike, union leaders said “‘essen- 
tial services” would be -main- 
tained, 

The Department of Public 
Utilities employs 40 electricians 
on street lighting and at various 
institutions. The Water Divi- 
sion has six electricians, Traffic 
Division 15 electricians and 
helpers and the others are scat- 
te through various city de- 
partments. 

Members of Local 675, State, 
Counyt & Municipal Employes, 
has 60 members employed on 
pipe crew. in the Water Divi- 
sion. .The Water Division also 
has 25 machinists and helpers. 
Other machinists are employed 
in the Department of Streets & 
Sewers and other divisions, with 
a total of 100 on the city payroll. 


Service Disrupted in March. 


Serious disruption of some 
municipal services resulted 
when the electricians, painters 
and machinists employed by the 
city struck early last month, in 
the wage dispute. Some other 
employes refused to cross picket 
lines,. with crippling effects to 
several departments. 

Following the four-day strike, 
a new comprehensive pay plan 
providing for an annual increase 
in salaries and wages amounting 
to $1,002,000 was approved by 
the Civil Service Commission. 
Under the plan pay rates of con- 
struction electricians would be 
increased from $2.92 an hour to 
$3.15, and those of maintenance 
electricians from $2.20 to $2.46. 

The rates approximate those 
paid in private industry. 
‘The pay plan was approved 
last Wednesday and sent to the 
Board of Aldermen .the same 
day, but there has been no op- 
nhac to introduce the mea- 
sure,

Plan Involving Non- 


Scheduled Airlines 
Studied in Indochina 
Crisis. 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP) 
— Washington concern over the 
military situation in Indochina 
was reflected today in a Penta- 
gon spokesman’s disclosure that 
the Air Force is study sev- 
eral proposals for in ‘air, 


forees. No action has been taken 
so far, he said. 


The spokesman said one of 
the plans would invalve United 
States Air Force contracts with 
non-scheduled airlines for carry- 
ing equipment to the hard- 
pressed French in Indochina. 

American Aviation Daily,. a 
trade publication, said a large- 
scale military airlift to Indo- 
china — involving Curtis C-46 
cargo planes provided by the Air 
Force, plus more’ than 100 
American civilian pilots—is be- 
ing prepared with State Depart- 
ment approval. 

Some pilots already have been 
hired on 13-month contracts at 
$2100- a month through the 
Pilots Employment Agency at 
Teterboro, N.J., an official of 
that agency said. 

Under current arrangements, 
Formosa’s Civil Air Transport 
line, headed by Gen. C. L. Chen- 
nault, now operates 12 French- 
owned C-119 cargo planes. The 
airline's contract is with the 
French, not with the United 
States. 

Agency Screening Pilots. 


The Teterboro agency, which 
specializes in placing flight crews 
with domestic and international 
airlines, said it operates as a 
screening bureau for an Ameri- 
can-owned concern under con- 
tract to the French government. 

The agency official said he was 
not at liberty to give the name 
of the American-owned concern 
actually paying the pilots, but 
said “it is not Chennault’s out- 
fit.” 

In Detroit, Mich., the French 
consulate reported about 20 
United States flyer-veterans of 
World War II from Michigan, 
Ohio and West Virginia have 
volunteered to fight for the 
French in Indochina.

e Secretary of State said 
the United States does not wish 
its own troops to remain in 
Korea indefinitely, but once be- 
fore the United States had with- 
drawn its troops and this turned 
out to be premature. 

Red China’s Prémier Speaks. 

Red China’s Premier Chou En- 
lai, addressing the conference 
following Dulles's rejection of 
the North Korean proposal, de- 
manded that all foreign military 
bases in Asia be abolished and 
that all foreign troops be with- 
drawn. - Pa os: 

It was Chou’s first speech at 
a world-wide diplomatic meeting 
of this kind. 

He made a strong demand for 
an. Asia-for-Asians program. In 
addition to calling for the with- 
drawal of foreign troops and 
bases, he urged the settlement 
of Asian problems by consulta- 
tions among the Asian countries 
and by exchange of mutual obli- 
gations. 

Chou ranged far beyond the 
problem of Korea which was up 
for debate, touching upon Japan, 
Nationalist China, Germany and 
disarmament. 


Likens It to Earlier Offer. 

Dulles said the North Korean 
proposal for general elections, 
presented yesterday by Foreign 
Minister Nam II, “is in essence 
the same as that madé in June 
1950, as a prelude to the armed 
attack on the Republic of 
Korea.” 

“Also,” he added, “it is strike 
ingly similar to the scheme 
which the Soviet Union pre- 
sented at Berlin last February 
for the unification of Germany. 

“The present.Communist pro- 
posal on Korea provides that 
the freely elected government 
of the Republic of Korea, rep- 
resenting at least three-quarters 
of the Korean people, would 
be forced into combination, on 
the basis of equality, with the 
Communist regime ruling a 
small minority of the people in 
the north.” 

He pointed out that the North 
Korean proposal also excluded 
United Nations supervision. 


Other Unequal Factors. 

Dulles then said: 

“The North Korean Commu. 
nist proposal: likewise requires 
that all foreign forces should be 
withdrawn from Korean terri- 
tory within six months. The 
United Nations forces would 
have a long way to go. The 
Chinese Communist forces would 
have only a few miles to go, 
They could return quickly. 

“The United States does not 
desire its troops to remain in» 
definitely in Korea. But we re- 
member that once before we 
had our troops in Korea and 
withdrew them, as it turned out 
prematurely. We do not want 
history to repeat itself. 

“This then is the North Ko- 
rean proposal. The United States 
must reject that proposal be«- 
cause it does not meet the re» 
quirement of a free, unified and 
independent Korea, for which 
so much blood has been ex+ 
pended and suffering endured.”

Howard M.¢ Murphy, resigned 
associate counsel.

Calls Powell, “Key Official.” 

Byrd ‘made public yesterday 
a letter he sent to Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbert Brownell Jr., 
describing Powell as “the key 
official” allegedly involved in 
“over-valuations . of . properties 
- « « resulting in windfalls (to 
apartment builders) to the ex- 
tent of $100,000,000 or more. 

Byrd said “it was Mr. Powell 
whose losses in gambling first 
attracted the attention of the 
FBI’ and led to an investigation 
= FHA loan-guarantee activi- 

ies. 

This was the _ first public 
identification of an FHA official 
whose reported gambling losses 
of up to $5000 in a single night 
had been publicized before. 

Powell invoked his constitu- 
tional privilege against self-in- 
crimination last week in refus- 
ing to answer Guestions put to 
him by Banking Committee 
members. 

Removed ‘With Prejudice.’ 

Powell resigned his FHA post 
earlier this year, before the 
scandal broke into the open: 
Housing Chief Albert M. Cole, 
who has jurisdiction over FHA, 
later announced that acceptance 
of Powell’s resignation had been 
suspended .— an action Powell 
vehemently challenged. FHA 
said yesterday its files. now list 
Powell as removed from the 
agency “with prejudice.” 

(Powell said today he had “no 
comment whatsoever” on charges 
by Senator Byrd that he was 
the “key official” in the FHA 
scandals. Powell directed the 
Section 608 program, under 
which the FHA insured loans to 
multiple-family housing projects, 
until it expired in 1950. .

RED TELLS OF His 
TRIP 10 MOSCOW 


Marcus A, Murphy Says 
Parley Was on ‘Fas- 
cism Menace,’ Ger- 
many’s Rearming. 


Marcus A. Murphy, one of five 
Communists on trial here, told 
today of visiting Moscow in 
1935 as an American delegate to 


a world congress of Communists. 


The purpose of the meeting 
was “to discuss and outline a 
program to meet the then men- 
acing situation in the world 
caused by the rising tide of 
fascism and the rapid prepara- 
tion for war by Germany,” 
Murphy, a Negro, testified, 

He said he was ill most of 
the time he was in Russia. He 
testified he engaged in no mili- 
tary activities in his visit, 

The witness told the jury in 
United States District Judge 
Roy W. Harper’s court that, in 
the early 1930s, after he became 
active in the Communist party, 
he helped organize a trade un- 


bert A, Ridge’s court and is}!0™ in Birmingham, Ala., and a 


sharecroppers’ union in Ala- 
bama’s “black belt.” 

Murphy said he urged white 
employes in a pipe company 
where he worked to “lay aside 
their prejudices” and to unite 
with Negroes, declaring: ‘So 
long as white and Negro work- 
ers are divided, so long will em- 
ployers be able to rob them 
both.” 


In the “black belt,” which de- 
rives its name from the pro- 
nounced color of the soil, Mur- 
phy assisted poor farmers, help- 
ing them “to fight illegal seizure 
of their livestock by money 
lenders who were landlords,” he 
said. 

His interest in Communism 
was first aroused by two party 
leaflets, one of which he found 
on his porch and the other 
which was handed to him out- 
side the plant where he worked 
in Alabama, Murphy testified. 

The lpaflets dealt with such 
subjects as lynchings,° poll tax, 
war, fascism, unemployment, re- 
lief measures and Negro-white 
unity, he said. 
testified yesterday 
he was refused relief while liv- 
ing in Alabama “because I re- 
fused to work on a Mississippi 
plantation for 30 cents a day 
and board.” 

Plantation owners were re-

Murphy said. “I ,had talked to 
workers who had just left Mis- 
sissippi, and I refused to go be- 
cause it was almost impossible to 
get away once you were there.”

North Korean proposals for uni- 
fication of Korea. 

3. Red China will not tolerate 
what he called United States 
occupation of Formosa.

There should also 
be provisions for disarmament, 
and barring weapons of mass 
destructions. 

Chou called for a cessation

Germany. 


In addition, Chou “expressed

PHYSICIAN FOUND 
GUILTY OF EVADING 


OF CAFE ROBBERY'\U.S. INCOME TAXES 


James C. Eaton, a former con- 
vict who acted as his own attor- 
ney, was acquitted yesterday 
by a circuit court jury in a rob- 
bery case in which he once en- 
tered a plea of guilty. The case 
was heard in the court of Judge 
Waldo C. Mayfield. 

Eaton, 32 years old, with a 
record of five felony convictions, 
presented no defense testimony, 
but made a final argument to 
the jury in which he said he had 
been acquainted with the prose- 
cuting witness for 20 years. He 
declared it was unlikely he would 
select as a robbery victim a man 
who would readily identify him. 
Eaton had entered a plea -of 
guilty in the case last February 
with the understanding he was 

-to receive a long term on a rob- 
“bery charge in Illinois. The Illi- 
nois term failed to materialize, 
and the guilty plea, under which 
he was to receive a five-year 
term in Missouri, was set aside. 

James Louis, restaurant op- 
erator, testified that Eaton held 
him up in his restaurant, 4009 
South Broadway on March 21, 
1953, taking $110 and an in- 
itialed cigarette lighter. Police 
testified they arrested Eaton the 
following April 2, and that he 
had the lighter and a toy pistol 
in his pockets. Although he won 
his case, Eaton was returned to 
city jail to await trial on a fed- 
eral charge of violation of the 

Dyer Act.

The effect on the French pub- 
lic is imponderable.

He 
spelled out his meaning further 
in early April, when he- called 
for a South Asian NATO—to be 
called SEATO.

Tt is of course much too soon to come to any 
final judgments about the increasingly distress- 
ing controversy now being fought out so bitter- 
ly in the Senate hearing room. 


Thus far only one of the six.principals, Secre- 
tary of the Army Stevens, has been in the wit- 
ness chair for detailed examination, although a 
second principal, McCarthy subcommittee coun’ 
sel Roy M. Cohn, took the chair on the fourth 
day to answer questions about. the “dectered” 
photograph. This was the picture which pur- 
ported to show Secretary §tevens and Pvt, 


Schine posed together alone, whereas actually it . 


was an edited version of a picture of three or 
four persons. 

The Army counsel's revelation that the photo- 
graph had been changed led the subcommittee’s 
special counsel, Ray H. Jenkins, to have himself 
sworn in so he might testify under oath that he 


accepted the photograph in ‘geod faith from Mr." 


Cohn the day before and that when it was pre- 
sented as evidence by Mr. Jenkins, he did not 
know it had been changed from the original. 

As it is too soon to come to judgments about 
the entire proceedings, s@ is it too soon to form 
final opinions about Secretary Stevens, Doubt- 
less his testimony, sometimes very positive, 
sometimes indefinite and uncertain, will be sup- 
ported in part at least by Army Counsel Adams 
and perhaps by Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Hensel, both of whom are principals. If the 
cross-examination ig any indication, the Stevens- 
Adams-Hensel statements wil] be vehemently 
denied by Senator MeCarthy, Mr. Cohn and 
Francis Carr, McCarthy's “chief of staff,” and 
counter testimony will be given, 

But there is one judgment that can fairly be 
reached now and it is one that should be giving 
everyone concerned, including the principal of 
principals, Dwight D. Eisenhower, some troubled 
moments. This is the judgment, hardly open to 
challenge, that the ordeal of Secretary Stevens 
will have an adverse effect on getting men to 
leave their work in civil life to enter the Eisen- 
hower Administration. 


The impression Secretary Stevens makes in 
the witness chair is that of a very likable, good- 
natured man who loves his country, greatly ad- 
mires the military and would do anything he 
thought proper to protect the interests of the 
Army which he is much honored te head, He 
gives the impression alsq of being so new at the 
difficult business of Gevernment that he is at 
times bewildered, if not honestly lost in the 
preceedings. : 

This lack of experfence in the rough-and- 
tumble school ef politics leaves Mr. Stevens 
much less than a match for a skilled inquisitor 
such as the junior Senator from Wisconsin. Were 
any one of the interrogators to put te the Secre- 
tary a hypothetical question as to whether he 
would again accept appointment as head of 
the Department of the Army, with knowledge of 
what lay ahead of him, there can be little ques- 
tion as to what Robert T. B. Stevens's reply 
would be. No one who gave up a lucrative busi- 
ness connection would care to be put on the 
witness stand in public and then be told, with 
insulting intimacy, “Try to be a little more hon- 
est, Bob.” , : 

The Secretary's ordeal is all the meaner since 
he was carrying out the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration’s policy of trying to get along with Sen- 
ator McCarthy. Im less elevated situations he 
would be described as ‘the fall guy.” 
ee- 

Senator Byrd Demands Action 

Senator Byrd of Virginia has asked the Justice 
Department fer legal proceedings against Clyde 
L. Powell, former housing official. Mr. Powell 
virtually invited a grand jury inquiry through 
a statement made when he refused to testify on 
the housing scandals. 

A week ago Mr. Powell invoked the Fifth 
Amendment’s protection against self-incrimina- 


. tien, when called before the Capehart commit- 


tee investigating the FHA scandals. This was 
his privilege, as Senator Capehart said. 

At the same time, however, Powell's attorney 
issued a statement criticizing committee investi- 
gatory methods in general, and suggesting that 
if Mr. Powell testified he might in some way 
prejudice his rights to a full grand jury inquiry 
with a fair statement of charges against him. 

Under those circumstances, Mr. Powell ought 
to be prepared for thorough investigation. More- 
over, only action by the Justice Department can 
clear up the facts of his case. Byrd charged that 
Powell was the FHA officer whose gambling 
losses led tne FBI to look into housing matters 
months ago. | 


Senator Capehart now says he sees little 
point to the request for legal action by Senator 
Byrd, who leads a rival inquiry into housing. 
Mr. Capehart says the Justice Department is 
already deep into an investigation. If that is 
so, the public should be able to find out whether 
corruption was involved in the FHA program as 
well as exorbitant profits for some builders. 
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Warning on Farm Policy 

The Administration won a close call on farm 
policy in the Senate Tuesday. The call was 
so close that it should be taken as a warning. 

By a margin of only 8 votes, the Senate re- 
jected a move to extend for another year price 
supports at 90 per cent of parity on major crops. 
The Administration wants price supports at this 
level to expire at the end of this year, and to be 
replaced by a system of flexible supports—high- 
er when crops are smaller, lower when large. 

The test came on an amendment to the bill 
authorizing the Administration's special program 
for wool. There must have been at least half a 
dozen Senators who voted against the 90-per- 
cent-of-parity amendment not because they op- 
posed the idea, but because they did not want 
the wool subsidy bill endangered by an amend- 
ment relating to other crops. 

Since a switch of half a dozen votes would 
have changed the result. the conclusion is plain 
that the Administration's flexible price support 
pian faces a most hazardous future. 

Forty-eight Senators supported it this time, 
as against 40 for an extension of rigid supports. 
The Democrats voted three to one for 90 per 
cent, the Republicans five to one for flexible 
supports. * Only a few farm belt Republicans 
would have to shift over to change the result. | 

The temporary extension of rigid supports 
would be an unsatisfactory outcome all around; 
because it would settle no basic decisions about 
farm policy, but would be just another stopgap 
postponement of the issue. The big question, 
whieh nobody in Congress seems to be asking, 
is whether priee supports are the most desirable 
method of aiding the farm economy anyway. 

Oddly enough, that question confronted the 
Senate in its most obvious form on Tuesday, for 
the Senate was voting on, and later passed, a 
bill which applies to wool a different kind of aid 
—~direct payments to growers, rather than indi- 


rect subsidy through loans or purchases of wool. 
The people are still entitled to an answer to this 
question—if direct payments are good for wool, 
why not for other farm products? 
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Churchill’s Reply: Geneva First 

On the eve of his departure for the Geneva 
conference, Secretary Dulles said: “We shall 
not be discouraged nor shall we grow weary in 
our search for peace” in Indochina. Since his 
arrival, however, the news dispatches have indi- 
eated that Mr. Dulles has devoted most of his 
energy to trying to dissuade the British and 
Prench from supporting a cease-fire. 

In the words of Post-Dispatch Correspondent 
Marquis W. Childs, the Secretary's view is that 
“ahy compromise solution following the end of 
the shooting would lead inevitably to Commu- 
nist domination.” Therefore he has been push- 
ing hard for some sort of emergency collective 
defense pact that would give sanction for Amer- 
ican forces—Air and Navy if not ground troops 
-~to join the fighting. 

Prime Minister Churchill has now given a 
public and presumably final answer to Mr, Dul- 
les in the House of Commons. He says the Brit- 
ish will not enter inte any new military or politi- 
cal commitments on Indochina in advance of 
the results at Geneva. United action, in other 
words, must wait. And meantime the British at 
Geneva are reported te be working closely with 
the French to see what can be done about nego- 
tiating a cease-fire, possibly with controls en- 
forced by the United Nations. 

Whether such a cease-fire can be attained is, 
of course, beyond anybody's competence to guess. 
The Communists, having come so close to vic- 
tery at Dien Bien Phu, may not accept a cease- 
fire now. In Geneva, France's initial effort to 
get truce talks started appears to have hit an 
obstacle in the reluctaitee of Viet Nam repre- 
sentatives to treat with the Vietminh. 

Nevertheless the same reasons which impelled 
Mr. Dulles to seek a “NATO” pact for Southeast 
Asia eught now to impel him to join whole- 
heartedly in the British-Freneh efforts to end 
the fighting. | 

Mr. Dulles sought a pact, apparently, because 
he believed that unilateral American action in 
Indochina would cost more than it might gain. 
But if it is important to act in concert with our 
principal allies—as of course it is—then Mr. Dul- 
les ought not to let a serious split worsen on 
the question of a truce. 

Even though his own Judgment may be against 
a cease-fire, he should accept the clear determi- 
nation of the British and French to seek one. 
If the United States would lose by taking single- 
handed military action in Indochina, it would 
also lose by standing forth as the sole opponent 
of a cease-fire. 
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Unfinished Business 

Now that the Legislature has finally per- 
mitted St. Louis to re-enact the city’s earnings 
tax, Mayor Tucker will have more time to de- 
vote te the accumulation of city business. One 
such matter that deserves his personal] attention 
is the persistent refusal of City Marshal Fitz- 
Gibbon to accept checks for payment of fines. 

Defendants in Police Court do not know in 
advance how much their fines will be. Since the 
court can assess as much as $500 on each of- 
fense, citizens would have to carry at least that 
much cash with them to be on the safe side. 
Only last month a man whose check for $5 was 
not accepted found himself hustled into custody 
and held for 16 hours until the cash was forth- 
coming. That could happen to anyone. 

The law does not require “cash only.” Yet 
that is Mr. FitzGibbon’s rule. Evidently he finds 
it simpler to administer his office if he does not 
have to bother with checks. And 80, to suit his 
convenience, every Police Court defendant had 
better have cash or risk a trip to jail. That is a 
poor public policy, and Mr, Tucker should see 
that Mr. FitzGibbon changes it.

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Neither One Nor the Other 


The report of the Marine Corps court of in- 
quiry in the case of Col. Frank H. Schwable is 
likely to strike many civilians as less than fair. 

The court found that no diseiplinary action 
should be taken against the 45-year-old flying 
Colonel for his germ warfare confession in Ko- 
rea. But in its very next breath the court de- 
clared that the confession “brought discredit 
upon the United States” and “gave aid and com- 
fort to the enemy.” The effect of that finding 
is likely to be a ruined career, 

The principal mission of the court of one ad- 
miral and three generals was to determine 
whether Schwable’s confession constituted suf- 
ficient ground for court-martial or other disci- 


pline. If that confession “gave aid and comfort | 


to the enemy,” then surely a court-martial was 
indicated. If a court-martial was not indicated, 
as indeed the inquiry found, then Col. Schwable’s 
record ought not to be blemished by a charge 
against which he has no defense. 
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If Congress wants to see how easy it is to get

WASHINGTON, 


To read current news is to realize how 
completely last January's doctrine of 
“instant retaliation” has melted with 
the winter snow, 

Only within a few days: 

First, Vice President Richard M. Nix- 
on declared that the United States 
would have to send combat troops into 
Indochina if the French proved incapa- 
ble of protecting that part of the world 
from Communist pressure. 


Second, Secretary of State John Fos-. 


ter Dulles said the present situation in 
the world makes more “collective” ac- 
tion among the free countries an im- 
perative. 

Third, the chief of staff of the United 
States Air Force, Gen. Nathan Twining, 
said that “if our Strategic Air Force is 
to remain an effective deterrent it must 
be reasonably secure against an enemy 
attack on its bases,” 

Gen. Twining also disclosed at the 
same time that he is sending intercep- 
tor units overseas to help protect the 
overseas air bases of the United States 
Strategic Air Command. 


These three statements add up te a 
reason why the European allies of the 
United States recently went through an 
unnecessary case of shivers. 


In London, Paris, Rome, Tokyo, and 
other way points there was an emotional 
assumption that becayse Washington 
suddenly had taken an interest in Indo- 
china it would proceed to attempt to 
resolve the problem by using at least 
A-bombs on Peking. 


Something New in Policy 


This assumption was based firmly 
enough on the recent speech record of 
responsible people in Washington. 

On Jan. 12 Secretary of State Dulles 
had spoken of “instant retaliation at 
times and places of our own choosing” 
as being something new in American 

licy which was going to make the 
uture less troublesome than the past 
had been. ‘ 


As late as March 13 Mr. Nixon said 
the Eisenhower Administration had de- 
cided that it “would rely in the future 
primarily on our magsive mobile re- 
taliatory power which we could use in 
our discretion against the major source 
of aggression at times and places that 
we choose.” : 

Then the Indochina “crisis” came 
along. The logical assumption overseas 
was that Washington would apply “in- 
stant retaliation” to the problem and 
come up with an atomic answer. 

But Washington did not come up with 


an atomic answer. On the contrary Mr, 
Nixon now talks about “combat troops,” 
and Mr. Dulles talks about “collective 
action,” and Gen, Twining puts his Stra- 
tegic Air Command back inte the cate- 
gory of a “deterrent” rather than of a 
“retaliatory” instrument. 

Plainly, someth happened to “in- 
stant retaliation” between March 13 and 
the Ides of April. 

On March 13, the implication was 
clear, and backed by the werds of the 
Viee President of the United States, 
that Washington would never get itself 
involved again in a local or fringe war 
and with American troops on the 
ground. 


If the Nixon remarks of that date had 
any applicability at all, they. meant that 
if Indochina became a problem the an- 
swer would be retaliation against at 
least Red China, which is the “major 
source” of the Communist “aggression" 
in Indochina. , 


As to the Origin of the Doctrine 


But it can be reported that the Na- 
tional Security Council never passed 
upon, or gave its approval to, the doc- 
trine of “instant” or even “massive mo- 
bile” retaliation. As of today no one 
yet knows where that doctrine of “‘re- 
taliation” came from. 


It certainly did not come from any of 
armed services, all of which have 
by this time repudiated it in one form 
or another. 
We even have Gen. Twining telling 
us that we must give thought to the 
security of our air bases, 


This implies a revival of the projects 
for continental air defense which were 
deemphasized in the current military 
budget. 


It did not come from the National 
Security Council. 


It did not come from the working 
levels of the State Department. 

Some day a historian who likes to dig 
up obscure pieces of information may 
locate its precise place of origin. It 
can't be located in Washington today by 
a reporter. 


'* ‘But the more important fact is that it 


has melted away under the spring sun- 
shine, whatever its original source. 

Mr. Nixon now wants combat troo 
ready, in case of need, for places like 
Indochina. 

Mr. Dulles is busy refurbishing the 
alliance on a “collective security” rath- 
er than on a “massive retaliation” basis.

It threw out 
Farouk and then paused, wait- 
ing for the serried ranks to 
come up in their sacred ad- 
vance toward the great objec- 
tive. How long it had to wait! 
True, crowds came, there was 
no end to them. 


Ideas Against Ideas. 


“But how far the reality from 
the dream! The masses that 
came were disunited and di- 
vided groups of stragglers. The 
sacred advance toward the great 
objective was stalled, and there 
emerged a prospect dark and 
foreboding, full of danger. 

“We were not ready for this. 
So we set about seeking the. 
views of leaders of opinion and 
the experience of those who 
were experienced. It was our 
misfortune that we were not 
able to obtain very much.

Tyranny Gogs First. 


Col. Nasser then says that 
this experience produced in him 
a distressing personal crisis. Re- 
flecting on it, the real meaning 
of the events raging about him 
was brought to a “distillation” - 
in his mind and this eased the 
burden within him. 

This was the insight he 
reached: “We are going through 
two revolutions, not merely one. 
Every people on earth goes

of the feudal order? 


Why do they first not learn 
to govern themselves and then 
later on undertake their social 
reforms? 

Col. Nasser does not answer 
that question explicitly. But 
the answer is, I think implied in 
what he wrote. In Egypt, and 
in many—though not in all—the 
countries emerging from im- 
perial domination, the native 
feudal magnates and their re- 
tainers have been protected by 
and have been the beneficiaries 
of the foreign ruling power. 


National indeperdence means

ST. LOUIS SCULPTOR'S 
NEW YORK EXHIBITION 


Marie Taylor Show Called 
One of the Season’s Most 
Beguiling.

NEW YORK, April 28—Marie 
Taylor, St. Louis sculptor, pre- 
sents a miniature menagerie 
ranging from a gold bug to an 
elephant in her new solo ex- 
hibition, which will remain 
through May 8 at the Betty Par- 
sons gallery, 15 East Fifty- 
seventh street. 


It is one of the most beguiling 
shows of the season and yet it 
is to Miss Taylor’s professional 
credit that she can be mirth- 
provoking and even whimsical 
without sacrificing the integrity 
of her plastic forms or the 
strength of structure. She is, 
in a sense, a descendant of the 
anonymous Egyptiaris who gave 
monumentality and power to the 
carving of the most minute 
scarab and, more recently, of 
John Flannagan, whose animal 
earvings have brought him se- 
cure fame. 

But Miss Taylor’s is a per- 
sonal talent. Her favorite ma- 
terials are the most common 
fieldstones. The eye of an artist 

as perceived the beauty in- 

erent in these ostensibly drab 
brown or dull, dark green hunks. 

Without 1 er mastery 
over the substances, she has let 
them suggest both form and 
surface treatment, so that out 
of their commonplaceness she 
calls forth the extraordinary, 
playing up to their ultimate the 
sheen, the richness of hidden 
color and the bulging shapes. 
All of which gives her work a 
curious plastic inevitability. 

It would be perfectly legiti- 
mate and perfectly good abstract 
sculpture to let matters rest 
there. But Miss Taylor carries 
her plastic forms into animal 
portrayals, animating and de- 
lineating and defining the tell- 
ing characteristics not only by 
forms but also by incised lines 
of varying widths and: depths. 
(Three drawings, expert con- 
tinuous-line affairs, reveal how 
closely she has studied linear ef- 
ects.) 

The results are engaging and 
convincing. The frog looks up 
with his horrid down-turned 
mouth, surely asking, “Who the 
hell do you think YOU are?” The 
ram is a very wise but very tired 
old beast. The tiny larva is in- 
escapably sinister. The fish, 
with its alert eye, is a slithering, 
slipper object. The tadpole—one 
of the very best—seems inevita- 
bly born of that particular piece 
of stone and seems about to 
swim off its pedestal. 

When she attempts such 
other things as the Trajan- 
ecolumn-like “Hill Town,” Miss 
Taylor seems to me to lose the 
special qualities which give her 
work its distinction. The im- 
mediacy and perception of her 
vision, the wholeness and unity 
of her plastic expression and her 
delightful humor (far too rare 
in Twentieth Century art) are, 
it appears to this reviewer, at 
their best in the unpretentious 
animal pieces which make up 
the major part of the show. 

Miss Taylor, whose marble 
sculpture called “Deer Hiding 
Under Foliage’ won the Martha 
Love prize in the 1951 Missouri 
Exhibition at the City Art Mu- 
seum, St. Louis, was represented

He set out to depict every spe- 
cies of North American bird 
with scientific accuracy and as 
far as possible on the scale of 
life. Much of his work was done 
along the Missouri and Missis- 
sippi rivers. 

His aim determined the size 
of his original water colors and 
led to his publication's being 
known as “the elephant folio.” 
The 435 aquatint plates, of 
which only about 200 copies 
were printed, are marvels of 
brilliant draftsmanship, color 
and design. They were printed 
and hand-colored by Robert 
Havel Jr. of London under the 
artist’s personal supervision.

Geneva a Starter. 


The predicament of the West 
in Indochina comes from the 
weakness and the incapacity of 
the Viet Namese to whom we 
should like to see the French 
authority transferred. Bao Dai 
fits precisely Col. Nasser’s for- 
mula of the two revolutions: 
Bao Dai has virtually no chance 
of surviving the withdrawal of 
the French authority and power, 
being himself the creature and 
the beneficiary of it. 


Until there is some reasonably 
promising solution for this prob- 
lem—namely the appearance of 
native leaders who are compe- 
tent to govern and are not hos- 
tile to the West—the best that 
can be done is to make sure that 
enough of the critical powers 
of the area are held firmly, 
choosing the places where the 
West is surely able with its own 
power to hold on. 

Then Geneva will not be the 
last diplomatic negotiation, but 
only the first of many, about the 


future of Southeast Asia.

This 
year the spring has been mild 
and favorable in the Ozarks, but 
for some unknown reason the 
coveys did not break up until 
late in April and only recently 
‘have the male birds started their 
‘calling for mates. Twenty-three 
'days are required for incuba- 
tion and the peak of the hatch- 
‘ing season is usually in mid- 

| July. 
| The dry year of 1952 dealt a 
‘mortal blow to many of the 
young chicks and the extremely 
severe drouth of 1953 drastical- 
ly decreased the quail popula- 
tion. The mild winter of 1953 
was the salvation of the left- 
over brood stock, and, if sub- 
vero weather and lingering 
snows of depth had occurred, it 
would have decimated these 
sporty birds almost beyond re- 
covery. 

The two years of drouth killed 
off many of the plants that fur- 
nish food, and a cold, harsh

Says U.S. Tries to Avoid 
Committing Men to 
Indochina or Else- 
where if Possible. 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP) 
—Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon said today “the major aim 
of this Administration's policy” 
is to avoid committing Amer- 
ican troops in Indochina or 
elsewhere, if possible. 


Nixon told the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, how- 
ever, that the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration will not resort to 


“a policy of weakness or in- 


ee to achieve that 
aim. 
The 3000 delegates to the 


chamber’s annual meeting ap- 
plauded Nixon’s assurance that 
the Government.will avoid—‘“if 
we can” the sending of Amer- 
ican men “to fight in Indochina 
or anywhere else in the world.” 

The only means by which the 
Communist conspiracy can be 
thwarted, the Vice President de- 
clared, is by the course chosen 
by the Administration. This, he 
said, is a program of “power 
and firmness, — and con- 
sistency.” 

Couldn’t Do ro Alone. 


“We realized that we couldn't 
do the job alone, that we had 
to get united action by the free 
world to resist aggression,” the 
Vice President ‘said. 

This, combined with “an ideo- 
logical offensive” of small coun- 
tries for independence, is “the 
only effective answer for defeat- 
ing Communism without a war,” 
he said. 

The threat to world peace 

“the international 
Communist conspiracy,” Nixon 
said, is the nation’s primary 
problem. Unless it is solved, he 
said, “we may not be around to 
enjoy the solution of our other 
problems.”

These often don’t show up right 
after the testing is begun. Yet they may later limit the 
usefulmess of the new agent. That is what happened with 
streptomycin, chloramphenicol, and certain surgical opera-

Pleasant Life at Columbia University 


Mrs. Eisenhower Entertains Formally, Husband Finds Time to Paint; Search for a Farm

N absorbing interest for 

Gen. Eisenhower in hig final 

months as Army Chief of 
Staff in 1947 was his heavy writ- 
ing stint in the preparation of 
his war memoirs for book publi- 
cation as “Crusade in Europe.” 
Jn addition to the Army staff 
to which his rank entitled him, 
he brought in retired Brig. Gen. 
Arthur Nevins and Lt. Col, Kev- 
in McCann to help him. The 
checking and rechecking of doc- 
uments and dates for accuracy 
was in their hands, but Gen. Eis- 
enhower produced his own book 
paragraph by paragraph. 

In January 1948, Gen. Eisen- 
hower reached a momentous de- 
cision concerning his future— 
namely, that he would retire 
from active military service and 
become president of Columbia 
University. 

For weeks beforehand he and 
Mamie had weighed the future 
carefully. A hue and cry was 
going on all over the country to 
draft the General for the Repub- 
lican Presidential nomination at 
the national convention sched- 


uled in June in Philadelphia. . 


Strong in his friendship for Gov. 
Thomas E, Dewey of New York, 
who was considered the most 
likely contender for the nomina- 
tion, Gen. Eistnhower was firm 
in his rejection of political pres- 
sure. 

The presidency of Columbia 
he evaluated as the logical place 
to carry out his intention to 
serve America and humanity 
through the education of youth. 
It was on this high note of hope 
that the General and: his wife 
bade goodby to Army life. There 
was only one drawback—and that 
was domestic: Columbia's presi- 
dent lived in a four-story, com- 
pletely furnished house. 


Mrs. Eisenhower thought the — 


big stone house at 60 Morning- 
side drive delightful. There was 
every comfort, including an ele- 
vator. Antiques abounded in 
the large formal rooms; the up- 
stairs quarters were arranged 
in suites, and the penthouse af- 
forded a dramatic view of the 
city. If it could only have been 
empty, or even partly equipped, 
so that she could live with her 
own belongings! ll she was 
able to take to their new abode 
was her piano, her paintings and 
pictures, a few small tables and 
the general’s glass-cased deco- 
rations. 

When Gen. Eisenhower was 
president of Columbia Chibvers 
sity, Mrs. Eisenhower enter- . 
tained many famous and prom- 
inent nnn in the Morning- 
side Heights house, but she did 
so without any of the formality 
of her predecessor, Mrs. Nichol- 
as Murray Butler. At Mrs. But- 
ler’s receptions, always 1000 or 
more strong, the term “white- 
kid gloves” was to be taken lit- 


erally by her guests. Her din- — 


ners ran to many courses. 


* - a 
RS. EISENHOWER discon- 
tinued the big receptions, 
substituting small dinners or 
informal buffet supper parties, 
where there would be a chance 
for the general and herself to 
talk with all guests. She dressed, 
as always, with exquisite taste, 
usually wearing wide-skirted 
gowns of exceptional elegance; 
but her easy, lively personality 
far over-Shadowed. her clothes. 

Royalty from abroad, figures 
of international importance 
dined with the Eisenhowers in 
an atmosphere of proper proto- 
col, for Mamie Eisenhower's 
Army training kept her sensi-- 
tive to such matters; but she 
dispensed hospitality without 
rigid self-consciousness. The 
great, the near-great and just 
plain people all went away feel- 
ing that she and the general 
were genuinely glad to extend 
hospitality. 

It is the same now at the 
White House. At state dinners 
and receptions the President 
and Mrs. Eisenhower take a 
lively interest in every guest. 

From the time Gen. Eisen- 
hower became Chief of Staff of 
the Army, he was asked repeat- 
edly by artists to sit for por- 
traits. He did not mind posing 
briefly for photographs, but felt 
he could not spare the time for 
the many sittings FeeHred to 
complete a portrait. 

At Columbia, on his wife’ s 
urging—she particularly wanted 
John to have a good portrait of 
his father as a family heirloom 
-—-the general gave in and 
agreed to sit for Thomas £. 
Stevens. From the start he en- 
joyed the experience. Stevens 
was taken in promptly as a 
friend, and from the prelimi- 
nary sketches on through to the 
final phases, the portrait was 
executed under the best possible 
circumstances of intimate 
ciation. Stevens insisted on 
ing a companion portrait of 
Mrs. Eisenhower, thereby set- 
ting in motion a chain of events 
that prompted the general to 
take what he called “a flyer at 
painting.” 

During his association with 
Winston Churchill, the general 
had been impressed by the 
statesman’s absorption 
in painting as a means of relax- 
ing from official cares. He en- 
vied Sir Winston's talent, but 
had never thought there

If the paint was going to 
be thrown away, Gen. Eisen- 
hower wondered if he could 
have it for—well, experimenta- 
tion. Stevens glowed with pleas- 
ure and started immediately to 
transfer the oils to a scrap of 
cardboard. He said he was tick- 
led—really tickled—and would 
leave the residue paint, some 
extra tubes, a bottle of thinner, 
and several brushes with one 
proviso—the General must 


‘promise’ to exchange his first 


finished work for the equip- 
ae ‘They shook hands on the 
eal. 

The incident seemed all sur- 
face fun, except for a purposeful 
gleam in the General’s eyes, His 
wife reads him like a book, and 
she knew this wasn’t a banter- 
ing exchange.
